DIGEST OF INTRODUCED BILL

Citations Affected: IC 36-4-3-21.2.

Synopsis: Extraterritorial municipal utility service. Provides that if a
contract between a municipality and the owners of property located
outside the corporate boundaries of the municipality provides for the
payment of money to the municipality in exchange for a municipal
utility owned by the municipality providing service outside the
municipality’s corporate boundaries, the municipality is prohibited
from using the money paid under the contract for any purpose that is
not directlyrelated to the municipal utility's provision of utility service.

A BILL FOR AN ACT to amend the Indiana Code concerning local
government.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Indiana:

SECTION 1.1C36-4-3-21.2ISADDED TO THE INDIANA CODE
AS ANEW SECTIONTOREAD AS FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVEJULY
1,2014]: Sec. 21.2. (a) As used in this section, "municipal utility"
means a utility that:

(1) is owned by a municipality; and

(2) provides at least one (1) of the following:
(A) Water services.
(B) Sewer services.
(C) Electric services.

(b) If a contract described in section 21(a) of this chapter
provides for the payment of money to a municipality in exchange
for a municipal utility owned by the municipality providing utility
service outside the municipality's corporate boundaries, the
municipality shall not use the money it receives under the contract
for any purpose thatis not directly related to the municipal utility's
provision of utility service.
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
